A horrible tragedy occurred 
ly after seven o’clock ‘Tuesday morning, 
by which Maria Burckel, eighteen years 
old, daughter of ex-Counciiman Henry 
Burckel; and John Rausch, twenty-four 
years old, an operative in Brown & Ack- 
royd's mill, lost. their lives. Rausch has 
for some time beeu-paying attention to 
Miss Bruckel, and was very jealous of 
her. Monday night he had a spirited 
altercation with her at her father’s house 
24 Milford Street, and left apparently in 
arage. Miss Burckel went from home 
Tuesday morning a6 usual to go to work 
in the Everett mill; Rausch left his board- 
ing place, 187 Jackson Street; as usual 
for work before six o’elock. He called 
his flance from ber work in the mill about 
6.80. At .7.10 Henry Gibelon, a tinsmith, 
and acquaintance of both parties, while 
passing down Union Street near the Ev- 
erett boarding house, heard a pistol shot 
and saw the body of Miss Burckel on the 
ground and Rausch with a revolver in, 
his hand, which he immediately pointed 
at his own head and fired. The police 
were summoned. ‘The girl was found 
dead, shot through the heart, and Rausch 
died soon after. The young lady was of 
a most respectable family and unblem- 
ished reputation, Rausch wassober and

town, I hasten to write the last paper 
upon sewage, deferred till now partly 
because the word ‘*microbe”’ 18 tabooed 
. in-the office since the yeast discussion, 
and it was aiso hoped that the exhaus- 
tive report of the filtration experiment 
at.Lawrence;would be published, fur- 
nishing statistics of interest. In April 
a friend went with me to Lawrence to 
learn of this work. The telephone man 
at the railroad station called up all the 
city officials before we found out the 
exact location of this plant. I had ex- 
pected to see a large field of mud. cov- 
ering several acres, a vile odor, and.a 
large gang of workmen stivring the 
surface with hoes. Instead, a sunny 
river bank, birds singing in the trees, 

_ & wooden shanty with many partitions, 
and a good deal of glass and glare 
of light; tubes filled with all sorts 
of gravel, etc.; jars with water that 
had been filtered, tested, worked over 
_ patiently for three years; tanks or cyl- 
,inders of metal, full of pebbles, stand- 
ing upright like parlor stoves in an 
outer shed; Lawrence sewage trickling 

» in everywhere and flowing out, and not 
a bit’of a bad smell about. The air 
was sweeter than that of any cellar in 
Andover I have yet visited. 

We did not know enough to ask 
questions—at least, I did not. We got 
the brown-eved, cheerful young chem- 
ist outside and he did explain the filter 
tanks to my friend; but all the while 
he talked 1 was wondering how a mi- 
crobe could do the work he described. 
I began by asking him what was the 
difference between the terms microbe 
and bacteria. - He told me I had better 

. Yeaditup. I have just finished read- 
ing up. Three months of such a grind 
enables me to get an idea of what a 
work the three years’ plodding over 
there has been.

Atleast 98 per cent of the 
nitrogenous, ammoniacal compounds 
that we treasure in our fermenting 
cesspools had been converted into the 
harmlegs nitrates,and nitrites (so the 
chemists call them), and other orthodox 
Lit elementary combinations that make 
our well water ‘so palatable. In five 
days they get from Lawrence sewer 
water a safe and agreeable drinking 
. fluid. They had found out Nature’s 
secret, Only two things can work that 
alchemy—lightning and ‘the microbe.

The Hay Crop. 


Haying should now be well under 
way, and, indeed, on many farms near- 
ly: completed. The crop in New Eng- 
land will be a light one except in the 
northern portion where the effects of 
dry weather were less severe than «in 
southern New England. The copious 
rains that set in on the 17th came too 
late to do much good to the first crop, 
but, will benefit the pastures and the 
rowen. It is hot too late yet to sow 
Hungarian, and on land suited to it this 
should be done, for the surplus hay of. 
last year will hardly suffice to meet the 
demands for the coming year. 

It is interesting to notice what a rey- 
olution has been wrought in the pro- 
duction of hay since the country was 
first settled, some two hundred and 
forty yearsago; then, little or nething 
was known about cultivated grasses; 
the natural meadows along our rivers 
and ponds, and the salt marshes along 
our sea coast were then the only sources 
of. winter foddér, and the lands in such 
locations were eagerly taken up. By 
degrees. the upland grass culture was 
developed, and the improved quality of 
such grasses began to tell upon the 
market. and.the meadow grasses fell 
into disrepute; the invention of the 
horse rake, mowing machine and hay 
tedder have wrought a still further

College Examinations. 


Professor N. 8. Shaler, of Harvard 
University, in a paper on ‘*College Ex: 
aminations,’’ in the July Atlantic; de- 
plores the wasted time spent in the 
mere coaching of the student to meet 
the pet questions and theories of‘ his 
teacher; and wishes the test of schol- 
arship to be more in the exhibition. of 
the students daily work and generat 
progress. He says: 

"The effect which was expected from 
the knowledge of the teacher’s work 
which the system of separate eXami- 
ners apparently should furnish has not | 
been secyred. Except in matters of an 
elementary sort, and a few technical | 
branches of higher learning, it is very 
difficult for an examiner to’ determine 
the value of the teacher’s work by an 
inquiry as brief as ‘hese tests necessa- 

ly are. However unsatisfactory the 
results of the, examinations niuy’ be, 


there will be doubt as to the place |. 


where the blame should.rest. _ Where 
the instructor sends up pupils who 
write’ brilliant papers,’ there will re- 
main the question whether the’ sygcegs. 
has not been due toan snes him 
itation in the range of the teaching, | 
or perhaps to an overnice adjustment 
of the instruction to the range of the 
questions which are likely to be set in 
examination. Out of the examinin 
boards has come the exaltation 
coach or the professional man who un- 
dertabes to prepare the student for th 
trial he is toundergo. His task & doh 
usually that of education; his business 
is not even to instruct; it is in gen- 
eral the simple function of providiag 
the man with the precise store of infor- 
mation, and giving him the desirable 
speed in yielding the matter in the 
form required by the papers Which are 
likely to be set. In certain classes of 
work, as, for instance, in the prepara- 
tion of men for the honorexaminations, 
the coaches give instruction which is 
measured by intellectual standards of a 
very high grade; but it is related, not 
to large independent action, as all uni- 
versity education should be, but to the 
immediate and essentially trivial suc- 
cess which is sought. 

As long as- the attainment 
dents is estimated by the brief 
the examination room, the coach w 
be an element in acadetyic teaching 
Under our American system, wheré 
teacher is also the examiner, it is pos- 
sible for the instructor in a measure 
to shape and control the work of these 
assistants of the students; or if he ig: 
willing to take the time for the task, to 
deprive them of their patronage by giv 
ing the members of his classes such an 
opportunity of reviewing their. studies 
that the paid helper will be unneces- 
sary to the slowest-witted of the men. 
So far as my own experience goes; the’ jn 
coaches of Harvard College have " gen- 
erally proved helpful to the instructors. 
The best of them serve as mentors to 
youths who need spurring to their 
tasks, and all of them aré glad to coy 
operate with the teachers in insuring 
sound work on the part of their chargems « 
Under a system where the profit the 
student was winning was continually 
tested by a sufficient record of his wor: 
from week to week, these unnamed 
assistants would, most likely, become 
entirely serviceable in‘educative work.

Our last .week’s editorial on school 
matters seemed to cause some -disturb- 
ance in the ranks of the Andover school 
committee and teachers, and. we think 
very unreasonably. The right of a 


newspaper to cominent and criticise | 


public acts and public officmls, under 
which head come school teaching and 
teachers, for the public. good, is a thor- 
oughly established one everywhere but 
in Andover.» The TOowNsMAN has al- 
ways endeavored to temper all criticism 
by fairness, and with a desire to pro- 
mote better results in whatever matter 
was under discussion. It was to this 
end that the words of last- week were 
written. Our question asto the exhi- 
bition having taken too much time in, 
school work has been very generally 
answered affirmatively, and we under- 
stand that the teachers so far agree 
with our position as to very generally 
advise that less time be devoted to it 
the coming year. The current state- 
ment that we were the only ones to 
condemn the exhibition is too absurd 
for consideration, We most heartily 
recognized its merits in both report and 
editorial, and we even more heartily 
approve the action of the school com- 
mittee in making Miss Robinson the 
special teacher in this work. To her. 
the excellent results were largely due, 
and her work 1n this department has 
honestly won this promotion. But 
English language seems to be the seri- 
ous stumbling block’in our last week’s 
editorial. If we may venture the as- 
sertion, English language is the stumb- 
ling block in every sermon that is 


.| preached, every lecture that is: deliv- 


ered, every speech that is made, every 
line that is written, and every sentence 
that is uttered by the great majority of 
our English speaking people. And 
why? Because you and Iso hated our 
old Fowler’s English grammar or like 

text book when we attended school. 

School teachers certainly are no more 
prone'to slips in English than are other 
people, but they should be far less so. 

An inaccuracy in speech, is noticed 
much quicker from the lips of a pro- 
fessional, supposed-to-be well educated 
person, than the wrong speech of an 
ignorant one. And because of this 
continued neglect of so important a 
subject, there is a ‘‘language’”* awaken- 
ing all along the line of educational 
work. Universities are giving more 
attention to its teaching. Academies 
(our own Phillips seeking @ new pfor 
fessorship) are giving prizes abd mak- 
ing every effort to improve the stu- 

dent’s English. Newspapers. give 

hundreds of dollars and rich scholar- 

‘ships as prizes for best essays, and so 

on every hand is the cry ‘Use better 

English.’’ But the school authorities 
of Andover say “No, ours is perfect 

noWjyou malign us, you give us @ bad” 
reputation away from home.” etc. We. 
‘should be loth to believe that the teach- 

ers of Andover as a body took our crit- 

icism to theniselves; it would be'a hatsh 

judgment on our town-and its authori- 

ties to so lixt its instructors of our 

youth; but we should be just as loth to 

believe that as a body also, they stood 

up and called themselves above criti- 

cism ino difficult a part of living, as 

that of speaking correctly. 

Andover has had along line of teach- 
ers who have done faithful, earnest 
work. The unsuccessful ones have. 
been few, the unfitted ones few, but 
there have been some in both classes. 
The loyalty of Andover’s daughters to 
our town has been a prime factor in’ 
giving us such good teachers; but now 
the committee are doing what the 
TowNsMAN urged long ago, and the ad- 
vance in salaries for our teachers will 
do much tow:rd still further improving 
our schools. ‘The best pay brings the 
best help, and Andover cannot afford 
to conduct her public schools on any 
other plan.

Railroad Officials Happy. 


After a brief session, Saturday morn- 
ing, the Selectmen made answer to the 
Merrimack Valley Horse -Railroad Com- 
pany, in the following manner, appar- 
ently receiving with delight all advances 
of the company, with the exception of a 
slight change in‘location: —» 


To the Merrimack Valley “Street Railway 

Company: 

We, the undersigned Selectmen of the 
Town of North Andover, Mass., having 
det considered the petition handed us 

by your company June 1st, 1891yand after 
ublie hearing being given on ‘the same, 
ve come to the decision that the opera- 
tion ot the Street Railway in North An- 
dover by electricity from overhead single 
trolley system would be of public bene- 
fit to the citizens of the town. We are 
also of the opinion that a road operated 
by electricity from an overhead wire 
where the current does not exceed 500 
volts is not dangerous to humun life and 
that the main danger arrising froma.road 
operated as aforesaid is from. accidents 
by collision or otherwise.

Hearing on the M. V. H. BR. BR. Co.'s 


Petition hefore Board of Selectmen. 


The interest upon the question of al- 
lowing electric cars to be operated upon 
our streets by means of the trolley, sys- 
tem ‘drew ‘forth quite a representation 
from the various sections of the town 
concerned, Friday evening. 

Chairman Barden of the Balectsibe 
called the meeting to order, atid read the 
petition of the road. J. H, Eaton‘ ap- 

peared for the petitioners and said that 
the petition set forth clearly, what the 
road asked for. That it was an experi: 
ment in building the road. Methuen, 
Lawrence, and Andover had granted the 
privileges desired: He then endeavored. 
to'show the advantages of the system to 
the-town, viz. the possible saving of from 
fifteen to twenty minutes from this town 
to Methuen, the dustless journey, no 
wearing of the street by horses. In re- 
gard, to the extension of the line to the 
Centre:he said that they did not desire 
to build ‘because it would not pay, but 
were willing to build upon a route of 
their own sélection in their own time.
